The development restrictions in this Statute shall :not apply Lu patcels of 

land owned in fee .by LTBB or held in trust by the United `'-tLi.tcs. or the Tribe 

where LTBB acquired title prior to September 18, 2(H )6, )i' t fi,_; purpose of 

economic development as stated in a trust application st Lbw [tied to the 

Department of the Interior, Tribal Council fpprovtxrsite plan, or other recorded 

action of Tribal Council. 

SECTION XI. 	MITI kT ION FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 

Land that isacqN i ecd thLt1 is contigious to land that has been previously 

acquired prior to Scptc'i-nher 1S, 2006, for economic development may be 

mitigated b7, i set aside oi etlands equal to or larger and such land shall be 

designated us «ctlands. 

SECTION I I. 	EFFECTIVE DATE 

Effective upon signature of the Executive or 30 days from Tribal Council 

approval whichever comes first or if the Executive vetoes the Statute, then upon Tribal 

Council override of the veto.
